House because of its failure to maintain a quality health care system, which 
the people of Ontario have come to expect, resulting in the increased suf- 
fering and mortality of patients, the closing of hospital beds, the increased

Mr Rae (York South)—Notice—That the Government lacks the confidence

scheduled for the surgery they need, and because hospital emergency 
departments (for lack of nurses) are forced to restrict non-critical admis- 
sions, patients seeking emergency care often have to travel considerable 
distances to find an emergency department that will see them for 
treatment.
